Three years ago 
the Province was growing grain

one at the National Institute 
of 
Health in Washington, 
and 
the 
other at 
the 
Harvard 
Medical 
School in Boston, for the purpose 
of carrying 
out 
systematic 
re­ 
search on the fundamental aspects 
of the cancer problem. 
That our people are thoroughly 
aroused as to the menace of can­ 
cer is evident from 
the 
recent 
passage by Congress, without 
a 
dissenting voice, 
of 
an 
Act 
to 
establish a National Cancer Insti­ 
tute. The Act directs the Surgeon 
General of 
the 
Public 
Health 
Service to conduct, assist, and fos­ 
ter researches, investigations, ex ­ 
periments and studies relating to 
the cause, prevention and methods 
of diagnosis and treatment of can­ 
cer. 
This constitutes a broad provi­ 
sion indeed. But the Act goes sev­ 
eral steps further; it provides for 
the purchase of radium and 
its 
loan to institutions studying and 
treating cancer. 
Fellowships are 
to be established for research pur­ 
poses, and experts and 
consult­ 
ants brought together for applying 
their combined knowledge and ex­ 
perience in combating 
different 
features of the disease. 
And this is not 
all. 
In 
our 
country there are 
organizations, 
groups, and even individual physi­ 
cians engaged in 
cancer 
studies 
from new and original angles, but 
who lack funds to carry forward 
their researches to the extent de 
aired. 
The 
Act 
provides 
for 
grants-in-aid to

qualified 
agencies, so that they may work 
out their ideas in the hope
